INCREASE ITS DUES 


The Board of Directors 
Sets Forth Reason 
for Néw Rates 


McWilliams To Be 
Arraigned Soon 


Effective on June 1, the dues of the 
Valley Country Club will be raised to 
$40 a year, according to an announce* 
ment made today by the board of di­ 
rectors as follows: 
“At a meeting of the board of direc­ 
tors of the Valley Country Club, Mon­ 
day night, March 2, 1925, the bylaws 
were amended raising the annual dues 
effective June 1st as follows: 
“Regular and associate 
members 
and ministers of the gospel 
$40.00; 
non-resident members $18.00; junior 
members for golf privileges $8,00. 
“After nine months experience the 
board found that the dues as 
fi^pd 
originally afforded a totally 
inade­ 
quate revenue to permit running the 
club without going into debt. 
' “The budget committee submitted a 
report to the board on February 21st, 
which, in the opinion of the members 
of the board, is very modest, but even 
the small amounts asked for by the 
various committees exceeded ,the an­ 
nual income, after paying current in­ 
debtedness, and it is to take c/te of 
some pressing obligations, together 
with the budget that the raise in dues 
was made. 
“It might be said in this connection 
that the average dues of similar clubs 
in cities of about the same size is

IS RADIO RAISING THE STANDARD 
OP MUSIC OVER AMERICA? 
John A. Holman, broadcasting director of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company, is quoted as having 
told a luncheon gathering recently that the number of re­ 
quests for “jazz” from radio listeners has decreased from 
75 per cent of all requests received in 1923 to a ratio of 
five per cent in 1924.

The question naturally arises, is “jazz” losing its grip 
on the public, or is the standard of music being raised in 
America as a result of the broadcasting of melody by 
radio ?

. regarding jazz. 
John A. Holman, broadcasting db 
rector of the American Telephone & Telegraph com­ 
pany, told a luncheon gathering recently that only 5 \ 
per cent of the correspondents of WEAP ask for it 
novr, whereas 75 per cent of them demanded it in 
1923. 
This reaction ¿a not back to the melodies of the 
*„ v “T arara, Boom-de-ay,7 “Daisy Bell” and “Sweet Ma­ 
rie” period. “Good music—that is, standard numbers 
philharmonic concerts and the like are steadily 
growing in favor,” said Mr. Holman, who seems confi­ 
dent that a popular taste is no longer caught by the 
wail of the aagophone and the clangor of &m tfapt. 
A visit to the restaurants and road houses would 
not seem to confirm any belief in the passing of jazz, 
but if enthusiasm for it is waning in the homes, it is 
sure by and by to be less in demand by the throngs 
on the dancing floors. This will be taken to mean the 
restoration of intelligence or the passing of “Pep,” 
according to the age and disposition of those who 
read of it.

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TIMES CHANGES; AGES OF FELONS 
YOUNGER NOW, FIGURES REVEAL 
A local minister a day or two ago stated he recently had 
been in conversation with a man whose business had to 
do with the inspection of prisons over the nation. 
The 
inspector had been in about 40 states in the past few 
months. 
On his tours he had taken occasion to collect 
statistics regarding the average ages of the inmates of 
the institutions. These figures are appalling, showing 
that of all11 the prisoners confined in the prisons he visited 
of 90 per cent of them are under 30 years. 
the ages 
The minister also called attention to the fact that lately 
In a large mid-western city, three murder trials were in 
progress, the defendant in each case being not more than 
16 years of age. .

Something is radically wrong when the youth of the 
nation is filling the courts and the penitentaries of the 
land, the minister agreed. 
The conditions are attributable partly, he believed, to 
the jazz mania, fast life, bad literature. 
More than these, however, he blamed the indifference 
of the Christians to the training of the younger genera­ 
tions. The Bible, which formerly had occupied such an 
important place in the reading and study of the children 
as well as adults, has been neglected. 
The rapidity with which young people have been get­ 
ting into the courts during the past few years is cause 
for alarm. Something, surely, must be done to arrest this 
trend. 
For a while conditions were blamed on the war, 
but the world conflict ended more than six years ago, and 
the conditions of which we complained at its close, have 
not been erased.

YOUR INCOME TAX 
Under the “information at source” provision of the rev­ 
enue act of 1924, all person* “in whatever capacity acting” 
are required to report to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue payment to others during the taxable year 
of 
$1,000 or more. Information returns arc carefully check­ 
ed with the individual return of tha taxpayer to which 
such payments are made. Thousands of delinquents, and 
additional taxes aggregating hundreds of thousands 
of 
dollars have been, discovered as the result of this audit. 
The act requires report of payment* of “interest, rent, 
salaries, wages, premiums, annuities, compensations, re­ 
munerations, emolumenta, or other fixed or determinable 
gains, profits, and income.” 
A separate return of information for each employe 
whose salary or wage for 1924 was $1,000 or more is re 
quired of employers. 
Payment for overtime, fees, com­ 
missions, bonuses and the fair value of food and lodging 
furnished as part payment for services should be included. 
Heads of branch offices and subcontractors employing la­ 
bor, who have the only complete records of 
payments 
therefor should file the returns directly with the commis­ 
sioner. When both main and branch offices have adequate 
records, the returns should be filed by the main office. 
The requirement is not limited to periodical payments, 
but a single payment of $1,000 or more must be reported. 
Real estate agents are required to report 
payments to 
landlords. Fraternal organizations and associations are 
required to report payments to officers. 
Banks are re­ 
quired to report interest paid or credited to'a depositor, if 
the total during the year equalled or exceeded $1.000. 
Forms for filing information returns may lie obtained at 
offices of collectors of internal revenue. 
The collectors, 
however, are not authorized to receive these 
return*, 
which should be addressed to the Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue, Sorting Section, Washington, D. €.

Major Morgan who stirred the Motean Kiwanis club 
on Thursday night when he appeared in a patriotic ap­ 
peal as a unit of the educational programme of £he Inter­ 
national-Correspondence schools has one contradiction in 
the matter of people of the United States fail in their 
duty to vote. Although it is not shown that any south­ 
ern cities, parishes, or villages are listed, it is shown thatr 
five churches in the states of Iowa, Indiana, Nebraska, 
South Dakota and Washington attained an average of 100 
per cent at the polls in the national election held last 
November. Reverend J. F. Neal of Calfax, Iowa had 432 
members to work on, of this number 277 votes emild be 
cast and through the efforts of the minister a 100 per cent 
record was set up.

Despite these very credible figures of the 
five churches and the fact that the whole country seem­ 
ed to be swept by the movement “Get Out and Vote,” 
the polls showed that a decrease over previous electionF 
was had in the 1924 presidential voting. 
Major Morgan, one of the most interesting, fiery, in 
tellectual and patriotic speakers that has been heard lo­ 
cally in many a day pointed elearly to the results in th< 
country when ^he citizen failed to exercise his right of 
citizenship. 
The fighting speaker said 
that 
statistic? 
showed that the United States of America 
was represent­ 
ed in Congress 
in some cases by from 14 
to 17 per cent 
of the wishes of the great class of qualified voters. 
He 
attributed the “do nothing” spirit, for which this ter 
ritory certainly realizes that Washington is noted, to this 
very condition. 
Instead of the majority 
rule that we 
boast to other 
countries in the world of, we have the 
minority rule, we place inefficient men in positions 
of 
trust that should be filled with hard-headed business men. 
Of course all the representatives in Washington cannot be 
described as men drawing salaries forgetful of the public 
good. There are men in Washington who are locking after 
the welfare of the country and trying to do the best for 
the people, but sad to say, it seems that they are in the 
minority. This condition can be remedied with only one 
method. The people of this republic must come from their 
shell and see to it that they play their individual part in 
the governing of the country. 
They will either have to 
go to the polls and proclaim their right to citizenship, or 
continue to submit to minority rule.

Mfcjor Morgan pointed out that he wps not a pessimist 
and that le did not belipve that this country was going 
to the dogs, but he issued the warning that unless the 
citizenship exercised their right of balloting that it would 
not be surprising that the country faces a similar crisis to 
that with whifch the Russian people are going 
through 
with at the present time, Russia is being ruled by from 
three to seven per cent of her people, according to sta­ 
tistics. America has not a figure that low, but with the 
voters of the country consistently failing to do their duty 
it cannot be hoped that the ugly heads of communism, bol­ 
shevism and nationalism will fail to raise their heads. 
The speaker though broken in body through tin* rav-* 
ages of war is not broken in spirit. He is the type that 
defied the rule of Britain, relieved the world of a bucca­ 
neer menace when an American president uttered the fa­ 
mous saying “Millions for defense, but not one cent for 
tribute, wrested a suffering country from the tyrannical 
clutch of a Spanish monarch, and removed the stain of 
German supremacy from the face of the globe.
